11 Survive in 
Tragic Crash of 
Dirigible. 


Norfolk, Va., Feb. 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In the greatest disaster 


tary aeroriautics, thirty-four men 
died this afternoon when the army 
dirigible airship Roma plunged a 
thousand feet and crashed to earth 
in flames near the Hampton Roads 
army base. 

Only eleven of the forty-five 
men aloft were saved, and some, 
of them were terribly hurt. There 
are three, slightly bruised or un- 
scathed, who are thanking luck 
tonight for what to them is the 
miracle of their deliverance. 

The breaking of the rudder with 
its vertical controls, affixed in 
box kite fashion to the stern, was 
the original cause of the disaster. 
Its more horrible phase came just 
as the stricken craft plummeted 
into the earth. The metal clad 
nose snapped high tension electric 
With a flash and a roar 
that carried dread warning to the 


fired from stem to stern. 


Leap to Beat Fiery Death. 
Only those whose fortunate po- 
sition in the car enabled them to 
take the hazard of a leap before 
the flames ran with lightning 
speed through the gas bag, a city 
block long, had the faintest chance 
for their lives. The thirty-three 
who couldn’t jump died. An offi- 
cer broke his neck as he dived

Furnace Heat Bars 

For many minutes the pillars 
of flame that went torching sky- 
ward defied the bravest of rescu- 
ers. Horrified watchers, some of 
them veterans of gallant exploits 
abroad, rushed for the blazing 
charnel house. Heat halted them 
in their tracks. Some had dear as- 
associates among the ill fated 
crew, others were actuated by all 
the traditional daring of the serv- 
ice—but those walls of heat were 
beyond human penetration. Not 
until three fire departments, mo- 
Bilized at breakneck speed, had ex- 
hausted their chemicals and the 
twisted aluminum metal work was 
losing its red glow, could any one 
approach. Then there remained 
only the job of extricating charred 
bodies.

Two Organizations Combine. 

The third pian is that of the National 
Wheat Growers, with headquarters at 
Wichita, which is affiliated with the 
Northwest Grain Growers’ association 
of Washington and Oregon. This is a 
wheat pool. Farmers contract for five 
years to turn over their wheat to the 
association to dispose of at such times 
and under such conditions as appear to 
promise the most profit. 

Recently there has been a consolida- 
tion of the Farmers’ union movement 
with that of the National Wheat Grow- 
ers. The latter has contracted for 20,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat, but has no 
means of storing it. The former has 
the elevators to store grain but no con- 
tracta, 

The main object now, according to 
the agrarian leaders, is to stabilize the 
price of wheat by such control of the 
flow of grain to the markets as will 
prevent price breaks caused by the 
dumping of more grain than the mar- 
ket can absorb. 


Differ as to Results. 
The Farmers’ union was unable to 
accomplish orderly marketing and 
dumped grain on the market repeated- 
ly. The most it has accomplished, ac- 
cording to its defenders, is the narrow- 
ing of the differential between the farm 
and the terminal market and a closer 
grading of wheat. 
This contention is disputed by 
of Trade officers, who assert that 
codperative marketing schemes are not 
based on sound economic principles. It 
is impossible, they say, to avoid price 
fluctuations i grain, because a crop 
matures every sixty days in some part 
of the world, and a system which con- 
trolled the flow of American grain, but 
‘no other grain, to the market would 
not prevent the dumping of more grain 
somewhere than the market could ab- 
sorb.

Given Orders. 


Declaring itself in favor of a sub- 
way now, the council local transporta- 
tion committee yesterday unanimously 
ordered its legal and engineering staffs 
to get to work “ forthwith” to turn 
the committee’s declared intention into 


a reality. 
The committee's orders were: 


That its engineering staff prepare a- 


eonerete plan for a subway which may 
be operated either as a part of & uni- 
fiel surface-elevated traction system 
or independently. 

That its legal staff, composed of At- 
torneys William H. Sexton, Stephen A. 
Foster, and Jerome N. Frank, bring 
in an ordinance providing for the use 
of the traction fund to build such a 


_ gubway, providing for such other trac- 


tion betterments as the lawyers may 
gee fit to recommend. 


Eyes on Primary. 

Though the committee gave every 
outward evidence of desiring to “go 
through”’ with its subway program, 
there were “old heads’ in city hal) af- 
fairs who nodded sagely, winked their 
eyes and noted that a primary cam- 
paign lies just ahead. They referred 
to the aldermen’s day’s wor as “ just 
orders for two more reports.” 

Ald. Schw , chairman of the com- 
mittee; Ald. Toman and Ald. Horne, 
whose “get busy’”’ resolution passed 
unanimously by the council spurred 
the committee into action, took the lead 
in urging immediate action. 


Plan Independent Operation. 

Because of the refusal of the ele- 
yated lines to codperate with the alder- 
men in traction plans and the commit- 
tee’s failure to work out any agree- 
ment with the surface lines, Ald. 
Schwartz urged that any subway plan 
embrace the possibility of either inde- 
pendent or unified operation. 

“We don't want to establish a com- 
peting transportation system, but we 
must not be helpless in the face of 
the two companies,’’ Ald. Schwartz 
gaid. “Their refusal to agree must 
not deprive the city of a subway sys- 
tem.” . 

No Routes Suggested. 

Though no definite suggestions as to 
route, length or trackage were given 
to the engineers, it was considered 
probable by one of the engineers that 
a four track north-and-south subway 
may be recommended, with two tracks 
to be used by surface cars and twu for 
rapid transit. 

In this connection it was recalled 
that the Parsons-Arnold-Ridgway re- 
port of 1916 providea for a subway un- 
der State street, swallowing elevated 
trains at 18th street and disgorging 
them at Chicago avenue.

Seven years ago George Crokeenow- 


er, a carpenter, bought a seven room, 


Gilapidated old building for $85. It 
was assessed that year and every year 


since at $400. But George doesn’t care, 
because he said-he does 
taxes. 

“I lease the ground from a woman 
in Iowa,” he explained yesterday. 
“ Never mind what the woman’s name 
is. I pay her $5 a month—$60 a year 
—for the use of the lot; and she pays 


“the taxes. I have a home for my fam- 


ily of five children.” 
The woman could.put her money 
in any Chicago savings bank and get 


more profit than she gets out of the 


lease of the lot. After she pays her 


taxes this year, she will have $21.80 


left. If she were paying taxes on the 
lot and the building at its purchase 
price seven years ago, she would have 
$33.88 left after paying her taxes this 
year. 

That is one illustration of where a 


building use for dwelling is assessed 
‘on nearly five times its sale price. 
Those cases are exceedingly rare. 


How Banks Are Assessed. 


For years ‘the banks have claimed 
they paid on the highest valuation of 


lany tax payers in Chicago. The basis 
of their assessment is their capital 


stock, plus surplus and undivided 
profits. When that total is obtained 
for each bank then the full valuation 
for taxing purposes is made 80 per cerit 
thengof. A bank with a capital stock,

Has No Ad on Loan. 


Reports from Berlin that the Ger- 
man government is preparing to open 
negotiations with the United States 
looking to a loan of considerable pro- 
portions were deprecated by the Ger- 
man diplomatic representatives. The 
embassy here is without any such ad- 
vices, it w. stated, and officials 
pointed out Germany had some 
time ago abandoned the idea of mak- 
ing large internatienal loans so long 
as the reparations question remains in 
abeyance.

It is said regarding Harvey W. Church, the mur- 
Gerer found sane by a jury last night, that he may 


mentally under fear when he finally saw himself 
actually headed for the gallows. The acceptance 
of fate varies with the individual. The sheriff 
hangs some persons who are stolid and some who 


are even exalted, and some who can barely get to, 
the scaffold or who must be carried there. 

The element of fear seems to be introduced at 
the final stages of a murderer’s encounter with the 
law. Our administration of criminal justice allows 
the worst murderer to believe that he has every 
chance to beat justice even after he has been 
taken, after his guilt is known or confessed, and 
even after a jury has convicted him. 

Fear is a recognition of the law of cause and 
effect, and where principles do not guide decisions 
the fear of consequences must do so; but with us 
that alternative to correct principles does not begin 
to operate until the murderer hears the sound of 
carpentry on the gallows.

WHO IS TO BLAME FOR HIGH 
TAXES? 

Oscar Hewitt of Tie TRIBUNE staff finds a widow 
who “works out” to support herself and children 
hoping plaintiwely that the taxes on her cottage 
this year “ will not be §20. That would be a great 
big increase.” They will be $23.09, on a house 
assessed at $625, virtually double the tax of 1918. 
He finds a hodcarrier out of a job with a cottage 


or $9.17 more than in 1918. The wife of the hodless 
hodcarrier thinks “if they are going to collect so 
much taxes they ought to pay the soldiers their 
bonus, shouldn't they?” 

He finds another man struggling to pay for a 
four flat frame building who must pay twice as 
much this year for state and local government as 
he paid in 1918, Four years ago he paid less than 
one month’s rent for taxes. Now he pays almost 
two months’ rent. He thinks it’s hard, but “ what 
can I get by complaining? 
and let it go at that.” 

These are three typical cases of small property 
owners in Chicago. Not one of the three knew 
what or who was responsible for the tax increase. 
They knew, and apparently cared nothing about, 
causes, but were greatly interested in effects. They 
seemed to consider taxation the act of an unkind 
providence, something which regularly came out 
of nowhere and hit them in the pocketbook. That 
attitude is not confined to small property owners. 
It is shared by many large property owners. It is 
shared even more widely by rent payers. They 
do not see the tax bills; therefore it never occurs 
to them that tax bills mean anything in their lives, 
but they do. 

When their landlord gets his tax bill with its 42 
per cent increase this spring and starts to figuring 
on the new leases he'll pass every cent of that in- 
creas@ along to his tenants to pay. Perhaps he'll 
add a little for good measure. He may lose a few 
tenants. That will cause him trouble and loss. 
Everybody suffers, and yet almost none considers 
cause and effect. ; 


Tax bills do not come out of nowhere. They 
come out of state and local government. If we 
elect and maintain extravagant or inefficient state 
and local administrations they tax us to pay for 
their expenditures. Every property owner or rent 
payer is thus responsible for his high taxes. While 
the price of everything except rent was going 
down in the last year the price of government went

_EUROPE’S DEBTS TO 
AMERICA. 


Louis P. Loucheur, former French minister of 
the liberated regions, said in a talk at Lyons that 
frankly he did not believe France ever could or 
ever would pay a sou of her debt to America. That 
is one thing as a financial prediction and another 
thing as a moral determination. 


The United States has not been a bill collector 
and it does not now show a determination to ring 
door bells in Europe until “this little account” 
has been settled. Americans are impatient some- 
times when they are told that ‘they are moral 
debtors to Europe. From their viewpoint this is 
not the truth. To the United States the war was 
an unmixed evil. It has not and it never will have 
any compensations. It was complete and total 
loss, an ugly chore which the nation properly 
avoided as long as it could. There was no ill will 
between this nation and Germany before the war 
started. There might net have been any for a long 
time if the war had not started. With the causes 
of the war the United States had nothing to do. 

An innocent bystander was so hit with bricks 
that he had to try to stop the fight, and all he 
asked, so far as he was concerned, was that it 
should stop. That intervention cost men and 
much money, and at the request of the govern- 
ments of people who now regard the United 
States a moral debtor large sums were loaned. 

The United States is not pressing for repay- 
ment, but when the debts were contracted they 
were financial debts. The French are anxious 
that the Russians should pay back the money 
France gave to them on their I.0O. U. This French 
money, given thus to Russia, was for war pur- 
poses, It was to build strategic railways and 
enable Russia to hit harder and more quickly 
when the war came.

NEED NOT BOLL UTENSILS.

REPLY. | 

1. There is no need to boil them at all. 
Heat just short_of boiling until bubbles are 
thick on the metal. 

2. Sputum should not be thrown on the 
ground unless it has been sterilized by heat 
or by chemicals. 

It requires considerable time for air, with- 
out sunlight, to kill tubercle bacilli, though 
that end would be accomplished eventually.

Groups 84 and 79. 


Psychologists giving mental alert- 
ness tests to twenty-four college and 
university presidents at Northwestern 
university yesterday announced that 
not one of the educators had attained 
a grade as high as that made by the 
best minds in this year’s freshman 


class. 

The tests were the same as those 
given to all freshmen when they enter 
Northwestern university. They are de- 
signed to search out the latent ability 
of students and to determine whether 
they are proper subjects for college 
training. 

Questions Are Simple. 

The questions are mainly a- test of 
the quickness of the applicant’s mind. 
Following are some examples: 

Give the names of animals repre- 
sented by these letter combinations. 
Then follow such letter groups as cta, 
olni, and gdo. The correct answers in 
order would be cat, lion, and dog. 

In other questions a series of words 
such as short, high, and sweet are 
written down with the injunction to 
write their opposites beside them. The 
correct answers would be in order, 
tall, low, and spur. 

Grades from 33 to 79. 


The grades made by the college and 
university presidents ranged from 33 
to 79 out ofa possible 100. Fifty-five 
freshmen who took the same tests 
drew marks ranging from 24 to 84. 
Their highest mark was five points 
above that scored by the best of the

Grandmother's Crumb Pies. 


Two correspondents have sent me 
their grandmothers’ recipes for crumb 
pies. Mrs. C. E. Traxel says of the fol- 
lowing: “It is good, but, like the 
crumb coffee cake, is not a dietetic 
gem. Make ordinary pie crust and 
line pans. Filling: One cup of mo- 
lasses (sorghum), one cup boiling water, 
one teaspoon ‘soda. Stir together. 
Crumb together one cup. shortening, 
one cup sugar, three cups flour, and 
put into crust; then pour over the 
liquid part. Do not sur after in the 
crusts. Then bake. I think this 
makeg two or three pies.” 

Mrs. Laura B. Cooley, after a pleas- 
ant and gratifying introduction, writes: 
“First part—Four cups sifted flour, 
one cup lard, one cup sugar. Rub into 
crumbs with tips of fingers. Second 
part—One cup best molasses, either 
New Orleans or sorghum: one pint of 
hot water, one level teaspoon soda, one 
or two teaspoons vanilla extract.
